Lincoln  Pitcher  Is  Featured  In  Display 


A  "LINCOLN"  Pitcher  in  rare 
peacock  blue  color  was  featured 
at  a  special  display  of  early 
pressed  glass  at  the  Toms  River 
Antiques  Show  in  Island 
Heights,  New  Jersey.  Dealer 
Betsy  Bennett,  who  displayed 
the  glass,  said  she  had  been 
offered  as  much  as  $400  for  the 
pitcher,  but  stressed  it  was  not 
for  sale. 

Mrs.  Bennett  explained  that 
each  design  on  the  pitcher  has 


special  symbolism  connected 
with  Abraham  Lincoln.  The 
various  lines  and  stars,  she  said, 
indicate  the  date  Lincoln  was 
killed.  The  four  rings  at  the  top 
are  said  to  indicate  the  fourth 
month  and  the  fifteen  rings  at 
the  center,  the  15th  day.  The 
one  center  band,  eight  large 
stars,  six  small  stars,  and  five 
rings  at  the  bottom  symbolize 
1865.  Lincoln  was  assassinated 
on  April  15,  1865. 


Lincoln's  love  for  both  the 
North  and  the  South  is  suggested 
by  the  two  hearts  on  either  side 
of  the  Up.  A  diamond  design  is 
said  to  show  Lincoln's  wish  for  a 
union  "hard  as  a  diamond." 

The  salt  on  the  left  of  the 
pitcher  in  the  accompanying 
photo  is  marked  "Providence." 
The  one  on  the  right  is  signed 
"N.E.  Glass  Co."  for  the  New 
England  Glass  Company.  —  Judy

LINCOLN  MEMORIAL  MUG 

JUST  FOR  THE  RECORD,  There  were  many  glass  commemo- 
rative items  made  after  the  death  of  President  Abraham 
Lincoln.  Atterbury  and  Company,  on  October  17,  1865,  was 
issued  a  patent  for  a  glass  vessel  pressed  in  a  mold  with  a 
thick  base  containing  a  portrait  bust  or  other  device.  The 
design  was  either  painted  or  filled  with  plaster  of  paris  to 
give  the  appearance  of  a  "Cameo  incrustation"  of  sulphide. 
This  mug,  with  the  bust  of  Lincoln,  is  an  example  of  this 
patent  and  is  filled  with  plaster  of  paris. 

The  mug  is  fine  quality  clear  glass.  The  pattern  is  framed 
ovals  with  bull's  eye  It  is  four  and  one-eighth  inches  in 
height,  two  and  three-fourths  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top 
and  three  and  one-eighth  inches  in  diameter  at  the  base.

Q.  Can  you  assist  me  in  evaluating 
a  small  collection  of  McCormick 
whiskey  bottles?  —  Bob,  Oranges- 
burg,  N.C. 

A.  The  manner  in  which  bottle 
buffs  compete  for  McCormick  bot- 
tles is  proof  positive  that  these 
imaginative  containers  rate  as 
choice  collectibles.  Value  guide: 
Abe  Lincoln,  $45;  Blue  Bird,  $20; 
Billy  the  Kid,  $30;  Coffee  Mill,  $35; 
Famous  American  Portrait  series, 
each,  $30;  Spirit  of  St.  Louis,  $60; 
Wild  Bill  Hickok,  $30;  Wyatt  Earp, 
$35;  Yellow  Jackets,  $25. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  the  term 
"Hired  Man's  Bed?"  A  bed  I  pur- 
chased at  a  sale  was  identified  ac- 
cordingly. —  Fran,  Tucson,  Ariz. 

A.  This  is  a  collector's  term  for  a 
low  single  bedstead,  also  known  as 
an  under-the-eaves  or  attic  bed.  Al- 
though many  were  used  in  servant's 
quarters,  they  were  also  utilized  as 
beds  for  the  sick  or  elderly.  Most 
early  types  were  crafted  of  poplar 
and  painted  green.  *By  the  19th 
century,  factory  made  spool-turned 
versions  accommodated  work- 
weftry  bodies.  Despite  the  fact  that 
the  mattress  rested  directly  on  the 
slats  without  the  aid  of  springs, 
these  beds  found  favor  with  coun- 
try customers!  Value  guide:  maple,

At  the  top  is  the  standing  figure  of  Lincoln. 
Beneath,  headed  by  the  date  "1865, "  is  an 
excerpt  from  the  last  paragraph  of  his  second 
inaugural  address.    His  signature  is  engraved 
at  the  end  of  the  inscription. 

Bruce  Moore  is  an  American  sculptor  known  for  his  animal 
figures.    Examples  of  his  work  in  stone,  bronze,  clay, 
and  terra  cotta  are  found  in  the  Whitney  Museum,  the 
Wichita  Art  Museum,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the 
Fine  Arts.    His  many  designs  for  Steuben  Glass  include 
"The  Explorers"  bowl  in  the  collection  of  the  University 
of  Connecticut  and  "The  Queen's  Cup"  in  the  collection 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  II.

Paul  Manship,  exponent  of  "the  archaic  coupled  with 
the  intensely  modern"  in  sculpture,  is  one  of  the 
best  known  contemporary  American  sculptors.  Among 
his  works  are  the  Morgan  Memorial  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art ;  the  bronze  statue  of  Lincoln  as  a 
young  man  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  the  Prometheus 
fountain  in  Rockefeller  Plaza,  New  York;  and  Sculpture 
for  American  Military  Cemetery,  Anzio-Nettuno,  Italy.
